The claims are patentable over the art of record because all the references either teach 
the crystal racemate or the oily R or S stereoisomer ( WO 9702261 or WO 96/02535 ). The 
separation of racemate into crystal R isomer with distinct X-ray powder diffraction is unexpected 
in view of the collective teaching of the prior art.
